DEAR DR. (GREENSTONE, I am a grade school teacher. 
Som etim es I have conferences with the parents of my 
students. Often, I am disappointed in the results. How can I 
make them more helpful and productive? 
DEAR READER, When talking to parents in conference, 
the better your understanding of the family, and the more 
effective your mode of communication with them, the more 
productive and helpful your conference will be. 
When you as a teacher discuss a child with his parents, you 
may find that you are dispelling, or at least reducing, the 
hopes and aspirations that the parents may have for their 
child. You may be the reality factor that shows their 
“ prodigy” to be “ average.” And even though “ average" 
may be good enough, to these parents who dream ed of more, 
average may be nothing less than bitter disappointment. 
Being aw are of your position in this scenario, be aware 
also of the impact of your words and comments as you 
describe the child. Avoid adjectives and of-the-cuff remarks 
that could easily be taken for meanings other than that in­ 
tended. Be descriptive and non-judgemental. 
Do not 
moralize or set yourself up as the model for parental 
behavior. You may decide to draw specifically from your 
own experiences, but ask the parents for their opinion as to 
the applicability of your suggestion with their child. Do not 
presume to understand that with which you may not fully be 
in tune. Such attem pts are often demeaning and arouse 
resentment and resistance in the listener. Try to avoid those 
statements which arouse anxiety and evoke guilt. Once you 
have aroused such feelings, the productivity of your con­ 
ference decreases sharply. 
Physical arrangem ents for a parent conference are also 
important. A quiet out-of-the-way room or office, free from 
interruptions, and containing a teacher who listens well, 
may be some of the most far reaching elements to be con­ 
sidered. Long after the conference is over and the specific 
words uttered are forgotten, the mood of the room, and the 
atmosphere generated by the teacher’s attitude will be some 
of the longest rem bered parts of the entire encounter. If 
parents feel that they m atter to the teacher more than does a 
telephone call, or a fellow teacher who stops by for a chat 
during the conference, they will be more likely to cooperate 
with you in solving those particular problems in the 
classroom related to their child.

MESQUITE 
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800,000 Tires 
Recalled By Company 


By MICHAEL J. CY)NLON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) 
By the end of February an 
estimated 800,000 American 
consumers 
will 
have 
received letters from 
the 
R F 
Goodrich Co. in the 
largest tire recall of its type 
ever attempted 
The action involves the 
“ Space Saver” 
a collap 
sible tire originally designed 
for the small trunks of the 
Chevrolet 
Cam aro 
and 
Pontiac Firebird but used in 
other carss well from 1967 
through 1973. 
The tire is designed to be 
inflated with a pressurized 
can packed with it as an 
e m e r g e n c y 
f l a t 
replacement It is aimed at 
getting the car to a service 
station where the flat can be 
replaced But Goodrich and 
government safety officials 
began noting injuries, and 
two deaths, among drivers 
who apparently inflated the 
tire improperly. 
Goodrich said the most 
common problem was that 
drivers tried to use a high 
pressure air hose instead of 
the aerosol can to inflate the 
tire, causing it to expand 
rapidly and sometimes jump 
off the rim. Another problem 
appeared to be that drivers 
were not bolting the tire to 
the rim properly. 
In registered letters which 
began going out in early 
December to about 8(K),000 
owners and even second and 
third hand owners of cars 
equipped with the tires, Goo 
drich is inviting consumers 
to take the tires in to their 
local dealers. 


The dealers are conducting 
inspections to make sure the 
area where the lie meets 
the 
rim 
has 
not 
been 
damaged by improper in­ 
stallation Then the tires are 
inflated 
so 
they 
can 
be 
checked and a pressure 
relief valve is installed in 
tires which don't have one 
The company says any 
malfunctioning parts will he 
replaced 
free, 
but 
the 
pressurized can will 
be 
replaced only at the owner s 
expense. 
The campaign is voluntary
